T h irly-four persons are known to 
have be'*n killed and more than that 
many more were seriously injured in 
cyclones In Missouri, Kansas, Okla­ 
homa, Indiana and 
Ohio 
Saturday 
night and yesterday morning. Twenty- 
seven were killed in Missouri. 
The storm in Missouri tore its way 
through Hates county and parts of 
Johnson and Henry counties. 
A cyclone hit the earth near Ly- 
oygne, Has., and increased in fury as 
it swept northeast into Bates county, 
killing whole fam ilies until its force 
was expended five miles northwest 
of Drexel, Mo. 
Women and children were its chief 
victims, and these, together w i t h the 
bodies of men, were found in r e m o t e 
cornfields and pastures, 
often 
far 
from the cyclone’s path. 


Johnson County Fatalities. 
W arrensburg, Mo., June IT.— A cy­ 
clone one-half mile wide and eight 
miles long swept Southern Johnson 
county and Northern 
Henry county 
Saturday night, scattering death and 
devastation in its track. 
The storm 
came from tile southwest, and was ac­ 
companied by terrific lightning and 
thunder, and the roar of the winds 
could he heard for several minutes 
before the breaking of the storm. 
The cyclone first struck the ground 
about a mile northeast of the v i lla g e 
of Shawnee Mound, in Henry county, 
and for five miles along its track to 
a mile south of the Town of Leeton.

Seven Killed Near Adrain, Mo. 


Admin, Mo., June 17.—Seven people 


were killed and many injured in the 
cyclone 
which 
formed 
five 
miles 
southwest of Adrian, Saturday even­ 
ing, and swept in a northwestern di­ 
rection to Creighton, in Cass county. 
It was moving directly toward Ad­ 
rian, but was defiected by a stream 
which skirts the city. 
Almost every 
house and building iii the path of the 
storm was 
blown away. 
Eighteen 
houses and thirty barns were demol­ 
ished within six miles of this city. 
Tile dead are H. S. Howe, Alrs Jos­ 
eph Johnson i ad Mrs. E. AI. Bice, of 
near Adrian; Mrs. l^ee Parker, Ger­ 
ald 
Stevens, 
Vena 
Stevens and a 
small child of Creighton. 
The most seriously 
injured 
are 
Joseph Cope, K. 
H. Henley, Hugh 
Howe, Mrs. 
Hugh 
Ho\\e a n i little 
daughter. Frances Bice. Kern Howe. 
Mrs. Robert Kizer, Bud Kizer, Mrs. 
Frank Gilpin, Dr. Ii. W. Tuttle and 
Dow Yeatts. all of the Adrian vicin­ 
ity. 
Doctors and relief parties from 
this city followed the trail of the 
storm attending the injured. 
A number of those killed and in­ 
jured were blown away and were not 
found for some time. When the storm 
hit the residence of E. AI. bice he 
and his wife and daughter were in 
one room, the room split, throwing 
Bice one way and his wife and daugh­ 
ter the other. 
He was uninjured, aud 
at once began to dig in the ruins for 
bis family. 
In a little while his semi-conscious 
daughter got out and led him to the 
body of his wife, who had been blown 
200 yards into a hog pasture. 
A remarkable thing about the storm 
is that stock and chickens found in 
the path of the storm were without 
hair or feathers. 


St, Louisan Secs Cyclone. 
Merwin, Alo. June IT—R. H. Karl, a 
St. Ixiuis t r a \ cling salesman, was on 
a train and described what he saw 
from the window of the observation 
car in this manner. 
“A few minutes after we pulled out 
of Merwin we saw a narrow strip of 
country which appeared to be aliso 
lutely devoid of trees and houses. 
Big farm houses and barns had been 
broken to pieces and scattered about 
“ Here and there were groups of 
men and women poking about among 
ruins for bodies. 
I was told that six­ 
teen person had been killed. 
I used 
to notice the big Stitt residence on a 
hill about a mile this side of the town 
I looked for it, and at last located 
the hill where the pretentious brick 
stood, but only an area covered with 
brick remained.

Twenty Dear In Another Reoort.

most severe wind and rain storm evei

ing a trail of death and destruction 
in its wake. 
At least twenty liersons are dead, 
and it is feared several more will die 
from their injuries 
Full details can
